The Celotex Corporation had 


net sales of *68,629,231 and earn­ 
ings of $3,883,856 in the fiscal 
year ended October 31, 1957, com­ 
pared with sales of $76,467,119 
and earnings of $3,902^384 the 
year before, according to a release 
from the Chicago office. 
The company’s annual report, 
just released, said that 1957 earn­ 
ings, after prearm ! dividend re­ 
quirements, were equal to $4 poi 
share of common stock, based on 
the average number of shares ou*- 
standing during the year. 
This 
compared with earnings for 1956 
of $6 42 per share based on the 
878,651 common shares outstand­ 
ing during that year. 
Sales and earnings for the year 
were affected adversely by a re­ 
duction in demand for building 
materials occasioned by the lower 
volume of new home construction.” 
Otis S. Mansell, board chairman, 
and Henry W. Collins, president, 
said in their joint report to share­ 
holders.

Congressman Burleson Says Experts 
Believe l T. S. Ahead in Most Sciences 


The cmat scientist, Dr. Arthur 
N. Compton, pioneered work in 
nuclear physics which led to the 
development of the first atomic 
bomb chain reac- 
t i o n, Congress­ 
man Omar Bur­ 
leson remind* as 
he this week dis­ 
cusses the atomic 
age. in his week­ 
ly news release 
from 
Washing- 
Burleson 
ton, "A* It Looks 
from Here. ’ 
His release contin­ 
ues with: 
Dr. Compton pioneered work on 
X-rays and directed the world cne­ 
mic ray surveys. 
For these and 
numerous other scientific accom­ 
plishments 
he 
won 
the 
Nobel 
prze 
Dr. Stanley Livingston is pro­ 
fessor of physics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 
He aid 
ed in the development of the first 
cyclotron, cosmotron and eleet.ro- 
•anehrotron. 
He is a past presi 
dent of the National Federation 
of American Scientists. 
Dr. Liv­ 
ingston is one of the foremost 
authorities on scientific develop­ 
ments in the Soviet Union. 
I have Just spent three hours 
with these two gentlemen in a dis­ 
cussion which might be properly 
styled, “Implications of nuclear 
weapons on United States foreign 
policy.” 
Those two scientists agree that 


Russia is ahead of us in tent* 
phases of science while wa ar* 
ahead in many others. They have 
no doubt but that the United 
States leads the Soviets in far 
many more respect* than they 
lead us.” 
Ne it’arr Dr. Compton nor Dr. 
Livingston believes that we should 
launch out on any “crash** prs- 
cram to educate more scientist*. 
Neither believes that the ad­ 
vance of science in the Soviet 
Union came from secrets stolen 
from th* United States. 
Each 
says ‘that it would hardly bt pos­ 
sible for a scientist in one country 
to take stolen secret, formulas of 
another and put them to us# with 
out knowledge and capabililtas of 
producing the formula* In th# first 
place. 
Dr. Livingston particularly has 
talked to many Russian scientists. 
He says they talk freely about 
their developments but say noth­ 
ing about politics. 
Asked if th* 
Russian scientists had made the 
leaders in the Kremlin aware that 
the world can now be destroyed 
by nuclear weapons, he replied 
that he believed they had. 
He 
further said that they discussed 
nuclear developments within offi­ 
cial government policy but not 
politics itself.

Th*3 great scientist, Dr. Arthur 
N. Compton, pioneered work in 
nuclear physics which led to the 
development of the first atomic 
bomb chain reae- 
t i o n. Congress­ 
man Omar Bur­ 
leson reminds as 
he this week dis­ 
cusses the atomic 
age, in his week­ 
ly news release 
from 
Washing- 
Burleson 
ton, “As It Looks 
from H ere.’ 
His release contin­ 
ues with: 
Dr. Compton pioneered work on 
x-rays and directed the world cos­ 
mic ray surveys. 
For these and 
numerous other scientific accom­ 
plishments 
he 
won 
the 
Nobel 
prze 
Dr. Stanley Livingston is pro­ 
fessor of physics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 
He aid­ 
ed in the development of the first 
cyclotron, cosmotron and electro­ 
s ' nchrotron, 
He is a past presi­ 
dent of the National Federation 
cf American Scientists. 
Dr. Liv­ 
ingston is one of the foremost 
authorities on scientific develop­ 
ments in the Soviet Union. 
I have Just spent three hours 
with these two gentlemen in a dis­ 
cussion which might he properly 
styled, “Implications of nuclear 
weapons on United States foreign 
r hey." 
These two scientists agree that 


Russia is ahead of us in tom# 
phases of science while we ara 
ahead in many others. They have 
no doubt but that the United 
States leads the Soviets in far 
many more respect* than they 
lead us.-’ 
N eitirr Dr. Compton nor Dr. 
Livingston believes that we should 
launch out on any “crash” pro­ 
gram to educate more scientists. 
Neither believes that the ad­ 
vance of science in the Soviet 
Union camo from secrets stolen 
from the United States. 
Each 
says that it would hardly be pos- 
sible for a scientist in one country 
to take stolen secret formulas of 
another and put them to use with­ 
out knowledge and capabiliites of 
producing the formulas in the first 
place. 
Dr. Livingston particularly has 
talked to many Russian scientists. 
He says they talk freely about 
their developments but say noth­ 
ing about politics. 
Asked lf the 
Russian scientists had made the 
leaders in the Kremlin aware that 
the world can now- be deetroyed 
by nuclear weapons, he replied 
that he believed they had.

further said that they discussed 
nuclear developments within offi­ 
cial government policy but not 
politics itself.
